On i'.ciy l 4 , 1977, Buckley, an autoney, was convicted 
on five counts of failing to file income tax returns for

Stoner 
said that this individual offered him $25,000 to hire a 
rifleman to kill Martin Luther King. He remarked to me that 
he did not I'.iii'd t.ho K.B.I. ki3 ling an ind.ivjdua.l lilic r'artin. 
Luther King but he did resent thtuir attempt and the attempt 
of the House Committee to pin the murder on a scapegoat,
